Angola’s story is one all ton cornman in resaurce-rich developing countries, where
impressive growth figures fail to translate into meaningful improverments of an average
person’s life. Instead, a prominent group of well-connected nowveay riche emerges and
seizes the reigns of political and economic power in the country, That leaves the rest of
the population cutside of Braudel’s bell jar, an "invisible structure
capitalism for a wery small sectar of society.”

YT reports that due to the recent ail windfall profits, Angola is seeing an unprecedented
rush of grand infrastructure projects: building new roads and railroad tracks, renovating
airparts, eto, In contract, impravements in the general welfare leave much to be
desired.

Angola is gushing oil, purnping about 2 million barrels a day, mare than any other
African country except Nigeria, The International Monetary Fund projects 5 24
percent economic growth this year — one of the fastest rates in the world. The
governrment is taking in two and a half tirmes as much money as it did three years
ago.But Angalans, by many indications, remain as poor as ever. The paverty rate
is a matter of debate: the government claims a 12 percent drop in the past five
years; analysts for the Catholic University of Angola’s research center say twa in
three Angolans still live on $2 or less a day, the same percentage as in 2002,
still, no one disputes that most Angolans face appalling living conditions, sky-high
infant mortality rates, dirty water, illiteracy and a host of other ills,

One reason for this is that the investments in physical infrastructure have not been
matched by corresponding efforts to build political and economic institutions of
dernocratic governance and inclusive free market. The fact that Angola has recently
emerged from almast 30 years of near-continuaus civil war follawing its 1975
independence from Portugal certainly doesn’t help. But even after the hostilities seized in
2002, not much progress has been accomplished. Freedom House gives Angola a score
of 6 on Political Rights and 5 on Civil Liberties (on a 1-7 scale; 1 indicates the highest
degree of freedom and 7 the lowest). Correspondingly, the 2007 Index of Economic
